Special cable dispatches from Havana and Madrid are to the effect that Spain wil! 
not allow the crew of five expert divers employed by the Post-Dispatch and New 
York World to examine the hull of the wrecked battleship. 

These men, headed by the Maine’s chief engineer, Howell, were at the wreck at 
7 o’clock yesterday morning, ready to go to work. They were prevented by the Span- 
ish officials. And now it is proposed that only ‘‘official divers’ shall make the in- 
vestigation, and divers employed by the United States shall be watched by divers em- 
ployed by Spain.

The mangled sailors are still there and identification will be impossible to-day, so 
the Post-Dispatch’s humane offer comes to naught. 

Capt. Sigsbee and Consul-General Lee again send thanks for the Post-Dispatch’s 
prompt and first subs antial and actual offers of assistance end means to put it 
through, They regret being unable to use the divers to get out the dead heroes tn time 
for identification. 

La Lucha, Havana’s largest daily, prints and commente favorably upon the Post- 
Dispatch’s offer to defray the burial expenses and bring the American dead for inter- 
ment to American soil. 

Immediately upon their arrival at La Machina the bodies have been identified by 
heroic Father Chidwick and taken at once to the cemetery. There they are placed in 
one of the three trenches, coffin upon coffin. 

Ashore Capt. Sigsbee and his officers are recovering from the awful shock. 

All the survivors are wondering at their escape, including the Captain's pug, Peggy, 
and the old cat, Tom, which wae found yesterday crouched in a halliard rack. Both 
are comfortable at the Hotel Inglaterra. 

Their comrades and the men out in the bay are being guarded by hundreds of vul- 
tures. I saw one picking, with muscular jerks of his scaly neck, the portions of a man 
just risen. 

Seventy-five bodies were found yesterday, making the total number found 135. 

Those identified were Jenks, Flinn, O’P hillips, Mudd, Jones, Lees, Barry, Conroy, 
Curran, Price, Just, Boyle, Horn, Henneke, Finch, Harty Holland, Donnongby Sutton 
and Ericson. 

Holland died at San Ambrosio. 

All were carried to the cemetery in wagons and buried without ceremony.

Charge d’Affaires of the Spanish Legation, that a complete and harmonious under- 
standing between Capt. Sigsbee and the authorities at Havana had been reached in 
the matter of divers and that the Spanish authorities viewed the Maine as extra- 
territorial, that is, a part of the sovereign territory of the United States, the same 
as a United States Legation situated in foreign territory. With the Maine holding 
its status as extra-territorial, all doubts as to the work on the wreck were re- 
moved. 

The waters of Havana harbor are, of course, Spanish territory, and some con- 
fusion had been aroused by the idea that this jurisdiction over the waters attached 
also to the wreck in its present helpless condition at the bottom of the bay. It ap- 
pears, however, that there is no disposition to extend this jurisdiction to the ship 
and that the Spanish authorities freely assent to the Maine’s being regarded as extra- 
territorial aad under the immediate direction of Capt. Sigsbee as the representative 
of the United States. According to the view taken by the Spanish authorities there 
can be no trouble attending the work of the divers. Capt. Sigsbee will be recog- 
nized as the one to direct operations and to send down the Government divers for 
such inspection as he sees proper to make. Mr. Dubosc feels assured, however, that 
Capt. Sigsbee will extend equal facilities to the Spanish divers, so that the inspections 
may proceed together. As to what divers Capt. Sigsbee will employ, the feeling 
among the Spanish officials here is that this will be wholly a matter of discretion 
with Capt. Sigsbee, as the one in charge of a piece of property having the attributes 
of American soil. But at the same time the feeling is expressed that this discretion 
will lead to the choice of authorized divers of the Navy Department, rather than 
those representing newspapers.

State Department had an interview with the President this morning which Jasted 
nearly an hour. Mr. Day read a cablegram from Consul-General Lee at Havana 
transmitting a request from the Spanish authorities in Cuba that the Spanish officials 
be permitted to join with-our own people in making an investigation into the cause 
of the disaster to the Maine. The matter was discussed at considerable length and 
the conclusion was reached, and Gen. Lee will be so notified, that while this Gov- 
ernment is willing to afford the Spanish authorities all reasonable facilities for con- 
ducting an investigation, yet it is thought best that the first inquiry shall be made 
by our own commissioners. The request of the Spanish authorities, therefore, will 
be respectfully declined. 

The request of the Spanish Government for permission to examine the wreck 
of the Maine reached the State Department last night through the following mes- 
sage from Consul-General Lee: 

“HAVANA, Feb. 18.—Assistant Secretary Day, W ashington: Sigsbee begins 
to-morrow with divers sent him from the United States to recover all bodies still 
left in the wreck of the Maine, as well as personal effects of officers and men and 
whatever else can be obtained that way. After that is completed, the Spanish Gov+ 
ernment would like to unite with ours in having the bottom of the ship and har- 
bor in the vicinity jointly examined. LEE.” 

The following is the answer sent: 

“WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 19.—Lee, Consul-General, Havana: The Govern- 
ment of the United States has already begun an investigation as to the causes of the 
disaster to the Maine, through officers of the navy specially appointed for that pur- 
pose, which will proceed independently.

The whole Spanish press, according to the cablegrams, enjoined 
the most vigorous supervision of the wreck. They claimed to forsee the necessity of 
employing divers of a third nation to arbitrate should the American and Spanish 4di- 
vers disagree. They gave the direct hint to the Captain General that he should not only 
forbid “private divers” to descend, but as Well as those offielally employed by the 
United States Government if they are unaccompanied by Spanish divers. So these 
cablegrame came, and others, to the palace. |

Unfortunately it is not feasible to take back the bodies of these heroes for burial in 
the land they dled ¢*o serve, The bodies now coming to the surface of the harbor are 
much mutilated, while those that will be recovered by the divers will be unrecogniza- 
ble even by their closest kin, 

Consul General Lee added to his thanksthat it will comfort the relatives of those 
who went down with the Maine to know that President McKinley’s order will be 
strictly obeyed—that in behalf of the American people no expense shall be spared in 
the proper and ceremonious ‘nterment of the sailors who perished. Chaplain Chidwick, 
of the Maine, will continue to direct and Oversee the receipt of the bodies and their 
preparation for burial. He hae performed his trying duly like a man of iron. Every 
effort is being made to identify the Cead, and they are being buried with all fitting 
ceremony in the plot given by che Bishop of Havana—the first such gift in the history 
of the island.

John Escott ended his life Friday night fn 
his dingy little attic room on the third 
floor at 107 South Fifteenth street. He 
placed a revolver to the right side of his 
head and pulled the trigger. 

When found at daybreak Saturday morn- 
ing he was still seated in his chair. A 
smoky lamp was burning fitfully on a 
stand near by, shedding a weird light over 


his pallid features. 
Escott was about # years old, and for six 


weeks had occupied ‘the little room on the 


‘third floor of the boarding house of his old

friend and camrade, John N. McWilliams. 
He was a war veteran and eked out<¢an 
existence on the $12 a month the govern- 
ment paid him. He was formerly employed 
by the Terminal Railiroad Association, but 
has done no work for a long time, 

For several weeks Escott had been drink-

ing heavily. Last night about 9 o’clock 
McWilliams entered Escott’s room. He 
Was then writing postal cards, telling of 


the suicide he intended to commit. One 
of the postalg was to McWilliams. 

McWilliams tarried oniy a few minutes. 
Escott was under the influence of liquor 
and a bottie partly filled with whisky was 
on the stand by his side. He said he was 
merely writing to some of his friends. 

Saturday morning at 6 o'clock McWi)l- 
liams again passed the door. It was siightly 
&jar and a dim light was burning. McWil- 
liams entered the room. Escott was sitting 
in the chair. His hat was on his head and 
his legs were crossed, McWilliams spuke, 
but got no response, 

He kicked bscott’s foot 
no movement.. Then Mc {\iiams shook him 
by the shoulder, The hat was knocked off 
and the bullet wound in the head was seen. 

McWilliams started when he realized his 
old comrade was dead. The revolver, with 
one chamber empty, was on the floor by the 
dead man’s side. 

The police were notified. The boy was 
takeh to the Morgue. Among his effects 
were the four postal cards he had written 
Friday night. One was addressed to Mary

DRIFTED OUT OF SIGHT. 


LOCATED AT LAST IN A SHANTY- 
BOAT IN LITTLE OK- 
LAHOMA. 


THERE HE BEGAN LIFE ANEW. 


Is Respected by All, a Friend of King 
Louis Seibt and Is Keeping 
Up His Law Studies. 


The finding in St. Louis of Bugene 
Bluemly, the young Ionia (Mich.) lawyer, 
who was thought by his relatives to be 
dead, reveals a strange story of romance, 
pride and determination, 

The young man is of an old Michigan 

family of means. At home he was given 
the benefit of an excellent legal education. 
He moved in the best of society and until 
the fall of 1895 practiced his profession with 
ability and success. 
Then, without warning, the storm of ad- 
versity broke. The brilfant young attor- 
ney’s affections for a woman were unre- 
quited and, stunned, his steps faltered and 
he swerved from the path of success. 

In vain did the widowed mother and his 
gisters seek to comfort him. 

When the higher nature of the man roused 
him, Bhuemly sought bravely to recover the 
position he had lost, 

The wreck was too complete, and bidding 
good-by’ to luxury and friends he left home. 
That was two years ago. To-day his home 
is one of the humblest shanties in Little 
Oklahoma, at the foot of Angelrodt street. 
It is close by the side of that of ‘“‘The 
King’ of the settlement, and King Louls 
guards it with the jealous care he does h‘s 
own. Eugene Bluemly’s drawing, smoking, 
reading, entertaining and living rooms to- 
day are all in one. He has no friends, no 
associates and lives to himself as much 
aloof from his fellow settlers as if he re- 
sided in the West End. 
On teaving Iowa the young man went di- 
rect to Cripple Creek, Colo., to the mines. 
He opened a law office and for a time was 
fairly successful. 

In 1896 fire destroyed his property and he 
came to St. Louis in quest of work. A let- 
ter to his mother announced that he had 
opened a law office in this city with a man 
named Keith for a partner. 

This was the last Ionia relatives heard 
until July 29, 1897, when they were in- 
formed that Bluemly was in a hospital 
suffering from sunstroke. Nothing fur- 
ther was learned, 

Scibt, Little Oklahoma’s King Louls, says 
it was in January, 1897, that Bluemly came 
into the strip. The man’s quiet manners 
and ability to attend strictly to his own 
business won the monarch’s favor, and 
the stranger was instructed to locate’ his 
boat on the right of the royal palace. 

He gave it out he was working in a 
glue factory. This and subsequent informa- 
tion as to personal history was gratuitous, 
as no amount of questioning by inquisi- 
tive “‘subjects’’ could induce Bluemly to 
talk about his past. 

He seems to have relented a little towards 
Seibt, who knows the young man’s birth- 
place, snatches of his past history and 
says it is with authority that he makes 
the statement that the lawyer will not re- 
turn heme until he has again reached the 
high road of success. 

The residents of the “Strip’’ speak in re- 
spectful terms of the young man and regard 
han as a superior personage, whose knowl- 
edge of men and law is far reaching. 

Of late Bluemly worked as “‘extra’”’ at the 
St. Louis Abattoir on Bremen avenue. He 
was careful of his money, paid his debts 
and now owns the title to his shanty-boat 
home. In addition to this he has a number 
of new law books and a typewriter in his 
cabin. It is with these he passes away his 
leisure moments. 

He has never been known in the gettle- 
ment to swear, drink or use tobacco, and 
- a faithful attendant upon church func- 
tions, 

Ted Callow of Ionia, a brother-in-law 
heard of Bluemly’s illnéss last summer and 
shared the belief of relatives that the man 
had died. He came to St. Louls Thursday 
and searched the records of the mortuary 
office. Not finding his kinsm@h’s name he 
sought the police, and Detective Freese was 
detailed on the case. 

Bluemly had his letters addressed to 
Station A, North St. Louts, and the search 
was prosecuted there, with the result that 
Friday night the officer locnted the shanty. 
Bluemly was not at home and missed his 
callers. Saturday he learned their identity 
and passed the day in conference with his 
brother-in-law.

AT THE COST CF HIS LIFE HE 
SAVES A BURNING 
. BABY. 


A POWDER FLASK BLEW UP. 


The Boy Carried the Burning Child in 
His Arms and Fought the Fire 
Until Assistance Arrived. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SHERMAN, Texas, Feb. 19.—As brave a 
hero as ever fought in an¥ cause was the 
little negro boy of 10 years who saved the 
life of the -baby of Jim Evernart, near 
Sherman to-day. 

The parents had left home temporarily 
leaving the children in charge of the negro. 
A powder flask in the baby’s hands and held 
near the fire exploded. The infant’s clothes 
ignited at once and then came the battle of 
it’s protector with the flames. They were 
the only two persons at home. The black 
hero himself now blazing from head to foot 
carried the baby bodily into the yard and 
continued fighting the fire on the baby, un- 
concerned of his own sufferings. Covering 
the little girl’s head with a blanket he tore 
her burning garments into shreds though 
the flesh was now falling from his own 
fingers. A traveler passing along the high- 
Way saw the etruggle and rushed to the 
scene. 

The blanket over the baby’s head was now 
ablaze, and the body and face were badly 
burned, The stranger succgeded in extin- 
guishing the flames on thé baby, assisted 
by the negro, who did not stop till his lit- 


tle charge was easy as possible. The man 
then put out the fire on the colored victim, 
who was still burning from head to fool. 

Investigation shows that the negro’s hands 
were cooked till the bones were bare and 
his face almost as bad. One eye is expected 
to burst from inflammation. Nor did his de- 
votion wane after the flames were gone and 
the surgeon had dressed his wounds. In the 
midst of his terrible agony of body there was 
a deeper anguish of spirit. With broken 
breath that betokened his gufferings he 
often asked: 

‘Is de baby doing well?’

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MRS. JAMES COSGROVE ASKS AN 
INQUIRY INTO MRS, CORNE- 
LIUS FOX’S SANITY. 


THE OLD LADY HAS PROPERTY. 


She Denies Her Daughter’s Charges of 
Violence, and Says It Is a Plot 
to Get Her Wealth. 


Mrs. James Cosgrove, who lives in a cot- 
tage at 2626 Indiana avenue, with her hus- 
band and four small children, asked the 
Second District police to have inquiry made 
into the mental condition of her mother, 
Mrs. Cornelius Fox, who lives in the base- 
ment at the number given. 

Mrs. Cosgrove says that her mother be- 


comes very violent at times and she fears 
that the lives of herself, husband and chil- 
dren are in danger. 

Mrs, Fox says that she owns three houses 
and has some money in bank and that her 
daughter and son-in-law want to send her 
to the City Insane Asylum for the purpose 
of getting possession of her money and 
property. She says she is as sane as any 
of them. Mrs. Fox is 65 years old and lives 
in the basement with her husband, who is 
70 years old. | 

Mrs. Cosgrove called in Dr, Richtenkam 
to examine Mrs. Fox, and the doctor gaid 
he was confident that the old woman was 
mentally deranged. Dr. Richtenkam said 
that} the oid woman and her husband lived 
in filth and squalor in the basement. ‘It 
is ehough to engender cholera,” said the 
doctor, ‘‘and I would not stay in the base- 
ment of that place a half hour for a hun- 
dred dollars.”’ 

Mrs. Cosgrove said that Thursday night 
Mrs. Fox came upstairs with a poker in her 
hand and tried to Kill her and her four 
children. Mrs. Fox is feeble and the poker 
was taken from her. 

Mrs. Cosgrove said her mother then tried 
to set herself on fire, and would have suc- 
ceeded but for her interference. Them Mrs. 
Fox, according to Mrs. Cosgrove, went back 
to the basement and concealed a hatchet 
and a butcher knife in her bed.. Mrs. Cos- 
grove said the weapons were still hidden 
in the bed clothes, and she expected to be 
apeeenye by her mother any night in her 
sleep. 

Another objection to her mother staying 
at home is the filth in which she is living. 
Mrs. Cosgrove said her four children are 
liable to contract all kinds of diseases from 
the filthiness of the basement, and the 
health office should take a hand in the mat- 
ter at once, 

Old Mrs. Fox owns three houses, one at 
1522 Newstead avenue, another at 3025 Texas 
avenue and the one in which she lives, at 
2626 Indiana avenue. Besides this she has 
$500 in bank. She says that all of her rela- 
tives are conspiring to obtain possession of 
her property and want to divide it among 
themselves, She says that she never threat- 
ened any of the household with violence 
and her daughter’s allegation of her in- 
sanity is just a clever trick to rob her. 

Mrs. Fox was sent to St. John’s Hospital 
last August by Dr. Richtenkam, who sald 
she was mentally unsound, but after a few 
days she escaped and returning home locked 
herself up in the basement.

NEGROES’ FALSEHOOD 


TRIED TO SAVE THEMSELVES BY 
CASTING BLAME ON A 
YOUNG WOMAN. 


MISS DE WOLF INDIGNANT. 


ne 
Statement That She Hired Men to Steal | 
Her Trunk Pronounced 
Untrue. 


Miss Frederika De Wolf, a saleswoman 
for Becker & Aal, expressed indignation 
and astonishment, Saturday morning, at 
the statement made under oath, Friday 
evening, by two negroes, in the Court of 
Criminal Correction, that she had hired 
them to steal her own trunk, in order that 
she might collect the insurance on it. 

The negroes, Luther Williams and Elijah 
Murphy, were held to the grand jury under 
an $800 bond for burglary and larceny. 

Miss De Wolf is quite well known in the 
city among millinery establishments, and 
she has a large acquaintance among fash- 
lonable people. She is a Hungarian by 
birth and has lived in St. Louis six years, 
having come there from Wannamaker'’s, 
New York City. During the last five years 
she has been with Becker & ‘Aal, and is 
highly regarded by them. 

“Miss De Wolf is a victim of circum- 
stances,” said Mr. Becker, “‘but I can vouch 
for her honesty and correctness, The insur- 
ance on her trunk was suggested to her by 
a friend of mine, after she had lost a gold 
watch by robbery, and I thought it a good 
thing, she being away from her room all 
day, to have her clothing insured. The 
charge made by the negroes is simply ridic- 
ulous. Miss De Wolf receives a large sal- 
ary, and has no need for money. She took 
a vacation this week, but will resume her 
duties with us next Monday.”’ 

Miss De Wolf is now rooming at 2728 Dick- 
son street and takes her meals at the 
home of one of her employers, Mr. Aal, 
directly opposite. She was with Mrs. Aall 
when seen Saturday morning. 

“The whole story is simply this,” said 
Miss De Wolf. “I was the guest of Mrs. 
Aal for a year or two, until I went East 
last summer. On my return, In September, 
she was not prepared to receive me at once 
and I took a room temporarily at 2717 
Washington avenue. From there I moved, 
on Dec. 20, to 1705 Washington avenue, kept 
by Mrs. Julla Klein. I usually ate my, meals 
at her restaurant, the Vienna Kitchen. 

“I employed Mrs. Klein’s colored boy, 
Luther Williams, to move my trunks to my 
new boarding place. Next day I missed my 
gold watch, and notified Mrs. Kiein that I 
had been robbed Later, suspecting the 
negro, I requested her to change the key 
and lock to my door. 

“Then it was that Mrs. Klein told me 
her things had been insured against bur- 
giars. I mentioned it one day at the store, 
and finding the idea practicable I took out 
a policy for $500, the lowest sum the com- 
pany would issue for. 

“Reading in the newspapers every day 
about the burglaries and robberies that 
were going on made me nervous at night, 
and some times I could not sleep for fear 
of some one breaking into my room, 

“On the evening of Jan, 22, I reached 
home a little later than usual, about 7 
o’clock, and found my trunks had been 
ransacked. The burglar or burglars car- 
ried the goods away in one of my pillow- 
cases. There was quite a large amount 
of raw material in the trunks, goods which 
I had bought of Wanamaker last summer, 
and of Becker -& Aal during the winter, 
and which had not been made up. I notl- 
fled the police and the insurance company, 
giving a complete inventory of my things, 
and when and where purchased. Most of 
the material was rescued from a pawnshop 
by Detective Flynm and by Mr. Shipley 
of the insurance company. 

“The arrest of Luther Williams and Eli- 
jah Murphy, negroes, followed. Williams 
had a passkey to my room, as he attended 
to the fires. He got Murphy to help him 
steal the goods. Williams’ testimony of 
Foatareny, charging me with having hired 
im to steal my own trunk, is simply a 
lie, made from the whole cloth, and I be- 
lieve thers are others behind him. 

“It is another He that I ever drank whis- 
ky with him or in his presence. The whole 
statement of the negro was so preposterous 
a falsehood that the Judge said from the 
bench that he did not believe a word of it 
7 so held both megroes for the grand 
ury.”’ 

Mrs. Kletn. who was robbed at the same 
time, says she had Williams six weeks in 
her employ, and that he did her marketing. 
She found him, she says, scrupulously hon- 
est. She would say nothing about Miss De 
Wolf, with whom she is not on good terms 
since the young woman left her flats.

THE GROOM IS A DYING MAN. 


In the Last Stages of Consumption and 
She Hurried to His 
Bedside. 


Lying in the shadowy portals of death, 
with no ‘hope of recovery, Henry H. King 
announced his marriage to Miss Hattie G. 
Cozens. The wedding was solemnized Feb. 
7, at Eddy, N. M., at the house of Lucius 
Anderson, the Rev. J.C. Tracy of the Dpis- 
copal Church offictating. 

Mr. King has long occupied the position 
of bookkeeper for the Harry G. Knapp 
Real Estate Co., with offices in the Watn- 
wright Building. Two years ago he deter- 
mined to take dancing lessons, and his 
name was enrolled in the classes taught at 
Howart’s Hall by Miss Cozens. He found 
the Httle fairy dancer charming, and well 
he might, she having descended from an old 
and honored family, that at one time en- 
joyed great wealth ant lived amid all the re- 
finements of society. 

Mr. King fell promptly in fove with his 
teacher, and visited her home, on Cook ave- 
nue, persistenly. After awhile they became 
engaged to be married and the course of 
true love ran smooth. 

But not long ago the seeds of consumption 
developed in the young man’s lungs. He 
wasted away rapidly, and his employer, Mr.

Under any circumstances the people should 
know the truth.

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AN INEVITABLE EVENT. 

When Capt. Sigsbee was asked what he thought 
as to the cause of the Maine’s disaster he re- 
marked that on this subject it was best not to 
think, but to know. 

It was a wise remark and suggested the proper 
course not only for United States officials but for 
the people. Let judgment wait upon a full 
knowledge of the facts elicited by testimony 
of the survivors and investigation of the wreck, 

While most of the testimony of experts and eye 
witnesses which has been made public and al] 
the facts so far discovered tends to prove foul 
play, the conduct of the government must be 
based upon the result of the official inquiry which 
has been instituted. 

If accident within the ship is proved the United 
States will have an important question to look 
into with regard to the possibility of such a de- 
structive accident on @ warship and the manner 
in which it came about. 

If foul play is proved Spain’s responsibility 
will be an inevitable conclusion—of course it is 
incredible that the Spanish government is in- 
volved, and, if it were, proof of such complicity 
would be impossible. But the destruction by foul 
play at this time ina Spanish harbor policed by 
Spain authorities, of a warship anchored under 
the direction of Spanish authorities and in their 
hospitable care, fixes the responsibility on Spain. 
A crisis would be precipitated. 

But whatever the conclusion it is evident that 
the Maine’s destruction is a potent contribution 
to tne settlement of the Cuban struggle. Itisa 
culminating event in-e train of events, all leading 
in the same direction.

SPRINKLER FITTERS. 


A Small Body of Skilled Labor Affiliated With 
the A. F. of L. 


The‘ Sprinkler Fitters’ Protective Union, No. 6479, 
A..F. of L., was organized Dec, 26, 1894, and charter 
obtained of American Federation of Labor, and 
was carried on for a period of one year, at which 


time the charter was allowed to revert to the A. F. 
of L., there -riot being sufficient members in 
the city to keep up the proper interest. But the 
charter was renewed April 28, 1897, by paying all 
back per capita tax with a charter membership of 
14 in the reorganized union. 

A strike was declared in sympathy with Chicago 
organization for eight hours and an increase of 
pay on May 1, 1897. Prior to the etrike all sprinkler

fitters worked ten hours. The strike was com- 
promised by a committee of three appointed by 
he Sprinkler Fitters’ Union for eight hours and

The Nattonal League, despite all reports 
to the contrary, must have refused to come 
to the ald of Chris Von der Ahe, who is 


etill confined in jail at Pittsburg. 

All that was needed to get him out was a 
paltry $1500, but the eleven clubs in the 
League outside of St. Louis refused to con- 
tribute this amount unless Von der Ahe 
consented to get out of the business, This 
he refused to do, and the League failing to 
come to his rescue, he remains in jail. 

Von der Ahe’s attorney is now irying to 
work a lega] dodge to get his elient out of 
jail without paying that $3500. He went be- 
fore Judge Buffington in the United States 
Court at Pittsburg yesterday and cited a 
(Missouri statute, which says no citizen snal) 
be placed under arrest without due process 
of law, except in cases where parties are 
caught in the act of violating the statutes, 
Mr. Glover said the laws of Pennsylvania 
debarred Von der Ahe from taking advan. 
tage of ihe insolvency act. Judge Buffing- 
ton in reply said he held the same opinion 
of the law as he did at the first hearing of 
the case, but wishing to afford the defend- 
ant every opportunity to get out of troubie, 
he issued a writ of habeas corpus returnable 
next Wednesday at 10 a. m. Von der Ahe 
will have to remain in jail until then. If 
on Wednesday Judge Buffington should 
again decide against Von der Ahe, then 
Giover says he will appeal the case to the 
United States Supreme Court. To get Von 
der Ahe out pending the appeal he will have 
to put up the cash, so say the attorneys on 
the other side. It will be just one week to- 
night since Von der Ahe was first landed 
in jall at Pittsburg, and his chances of re- 
maining in jain another week are very 
bright, to say the least. 


Young has been working

FREIGHT RATE DISCRIMINATION 


Traffic Commissioaer Will Argue St. 
Louis’ Ciaim. 


Commissioner A, J. Vanlandingham of the 
St. Louls Traffic Bureau leaves for Austin, 
Tex. Saturday om a mission of great in- 

rest to local shippers. 
le will appear in court there to set 
forth St. Louis’ claims that she is being 
discriminated against in the matter of 
freight rates to Texas common points. 

Many efforts have been made to have this 
discrimination set aside, but St. Louis was 
invariably given the worst of it on the 
tariffs to the advantage of Kansas City, 
Little Rock, Memphis and other important 
railroad points. On certain commodities 
the rate from St. Louis to interior Texas 
points is so high ag to make their shipment 
from St. Louis a profitless undertaking. 

Nearly two years ago the matter was 
brought to the attention of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and at a session 
held here prominent merchants testified 
how St. Louis’ interests were being injured 
by the Texas tariffs in effect. 

The commission met later in Texas and 
found there what they considered an equal- 
ly strong sentiment in favor of the main- 
tenance of the rates, and refused to in- 
terfere. 

The present revival of the case was made 

ossible by the new Lone Star steamship 

ine, which has had to contend with the 
same difficulties at the eastern gateway 
of Texas as have confronted St, Louis ship- 
pers at the western. The present litiga-

Grandma Scales in her helpless old tae oid ago, has 
done a vast amount of good ts or- 
ganization DBD years ago.

Where death occurs, as in the 
case of Mrs. Scales, and there ig no one 
to take charge of the body, the directors 
of this association conduct the funeral and 
pay the expenses. 

Under the head of sick benefits Is a clause 

providing that “additional relief may 
gtanted in extreme cases by .the board of 
directors, on recommendation of the visit- 
ing committee.” This was the clause which 
enabled the association to take care of 
Mrs. Scales, holding that hers was an ex- 
treme case, They paid $100 to the Home of 
the Friendless and supplied her with cloth- 
ing. By this means she was maintained in 
respectability and with a degree of com- 
fort during the last ten years of her life. 
The present officers of the Teachers’ Mu- 
tual Aid Association are : President, Peter 
Herzog of the Blair; Secretary, W. L. Ham- 
merstein, who is secretary and treasurer 
of the School Board: Chairman Eoard of 
Directors, Prof. Cook of the Crow. The 
association has now on hand a fund of 
about $1500, although it has suffered the 
loss of five members during the past year— 
Prof. Sanford, Mrs. Mackritzg, Margaret Cal- 
lahan, Prof. Smith and Mrs. Catherine 
Scales. 
With the passing of Grandma Scales, in- 
terest centers in who among the long list 
of old pxblic school teachers is now the 
oldest in the service.

Phillip van Koughenet of Buffalo, N. Y., the 
aunt of the heirs. It stated that Thomas 
and John McLaughlin and their stepbroth- 
er, Anthony McGowan of this city, were 
heirs of an estate left by Thomas J. Ho.e- 
han, the late proprietor of the historic New 
York Chophouse, known as “Old Tom's” 

place, who died Feb. 11. 

Inclosed in the letter Was a clipping from 
a paper which stated that the estate com- 
rised realty in- New York, United States 
onde, and cash deposited in a New York 
Trust Company. 

The letter informed the Chief that 
Thomas McLaughlin formerly drove a coal 
Wagon in this city and that he was known 

as-"Coal Ol} Johnny; that he also was 
employed at a local summer garden, 

These statements Attorney Walsh states, 
Ositively identify hia clients as the heirs. 

om McLaughlin drives a coal wagon and 
lives at 5000 Easton avenue. Last summer 
he was employed at the Bellevue Garden. 

His brother Jotin lives at the same num- 
Fer, and is employed at Noonan’s black- 

smith shop at King’s Highway and Easton. 

-Anthony MeGowan who called at the Four 
Courts, is their .step-brother, and also 
works at Noonan's. The men and their 
attorneys say that they can presses any 
number of witneeses to prove their identity. 

“Tam certain that we are the he!rs,”’ said 
John McLaughiin. “I have never heard of 
this uncle and aunt, but I know that my 
Yather, now dead, had lived in New York 
City and that he had relatives there. He 
came West many ago, and as far 
as we knew se. connection with 
these relatives. That is, he did not write to 
them. There Was no bitter feeling, but he 
aret kept on putting off writing unt!l he 

®ad, 

' “At come time there was a letter came to 
him from New York, and later he went 
to the Southern Hotel to call on some 
New Yorkers, who came to town. He never 
told us any more than that about the visit. 

“This much we knoW: The description 
and statements in the letter refer to us. 
We wil! telerraph to Mrs. van Koughenet, 
at Buffalo, and seek further information 

“God knows that we are hard workers; 
industrious, and will make good use of the 
money. We have already planned to make 
a@ contribution to JTocal charitable institu- 
tions. The investigation will be conducted 
by our attorneys.”’ 

Thomas J. Holahan was a well known 
’ eccentric character in New York. He con- 

ducted “Old -Tom’s” famous chophouse, 

established by n'‘s father, as eccentric as 
himself, in 1800. The or’ginal hostelry was 
the resort of many mén of historic fame 
in the earlier decades of the century, and 

a feature of it was a sign containing the 

ortrait of mine host, facing that of “‘Old 

ickory,’’ painted when Jackson was at 
the zenith of ‘is fame. 

Under his son's control the peace retained 
its ancient traditions, and was a favorite 
resort of James G. Blaine, William M. 
Evarts, William Cullen Bryant, Edward 

_ Everett Hale, John Fiske, John A.Andrews, 
and others of national and international 
fame 

The last Tom Holahan died Feb. 11, leav- 
ing four daughters, whom it was supposed 
inherited al) his property until inquiry was 
made fcr the heirs mentioned, who are 
believed to be still living in St. ‘Louis.

The Lighting Bills Returned to the 
Council—Other Bills.

in a way so vigorous the brick building 
trembled.

The speakers, too, showed deliberation and 
self-control in the framing of their ideas. 
There was nothing incendiary in the presen- 
tation of the situation. Facts were set 
forth calmly, but impressively, and no 
speakers ever before were received witl 
such careful attention. The audience had 
a thorough sense of the serious attitude of 
Spain toward the United States, and instead 
of wild mutterings and angry interruptions 
every man in the hall heard the words of 
the speakers with a gleam of earnestness 
in his eye and a Jook of determination upon 
his face. They applauded when applause 
was justified and they cheered heartily at 
appropriate periods, but there was no row-

" aeeetickh flags decorated the arch above

until everybody was hoarse. Hats were 
thrown in the air, and handkerchiefs 
waved as ifythe commander of the United 
States Arfhy were passing by on dress 
parade. : 

Meriwether was not the only man to en- 
thuse his audience. Charles J. Morril built 
a bonfire of enthusiasm and touched it off 
with a quick fuse when he said all the young 
men of tlis great country should be ever 
ready, willing and anxious to go forth and 
shed their blood in defense of the land of 
their birth. Martial inspiration was felt all 
over the hall, Yéu couldn’t have found a 
craven in the vast crowd if you had chal- 
lenged every man i{ndividually, and imposed 
upon him the task of freeing Cuba and re- 
senting Spanish insults by marching to the 
cannon’s face, 

The call for the meeting was sounded Fri- 
day by a distribution of handbills reading as 
follows: 

Young Men of St. Louls—While at this time 
the propriety of criticizing the chief executive 
for delay in repelling insuits which are heaped 
upon our nation and Cuba may be qnueationed, 
all of ua, no doubt, are anxious to find some 
method of giving expression to the outraged 
feelings of our citizens at the atrocities’ com- 
mitted against Cuba and the destruction of the 
battleship Maine. 

We also desire to register our opinion that the 
time for acquiescence has passed and that the 
American public stands ready to fesent these 
acts at a moment's notice. We, therefore, tnvite 
all young men of St. Louie to attend a meeting 
at Uhrig's Cave Hall, Friday evening. 

At 8 o'clock, half an hour after the time 
sot for calling the meeting to order, A. T. 
Wilson, secretary of the Trackmen’s Union, 
rapped with the gavel and introduced Hen. 
ry Hall, who announced frankly enough 
that the audience had assembled to pre- 
pare for war. He was foilowed by Henry 
Wahters, who urged every man in the house

Mr. Meriwether said that the characteristics 
of the Spanish people were a matter of his- 
tory, and in light of their record it was but 
natural to look with distrust upon their 
every movement at this particular time, and 
to view with pardonable suspicion the recent 
catastrophe in Havana harbor. The Republ!- 
can party came in for severe critic'sm ‘at 
Mr.Meriwether’s hands. He said the acenin- 
istration was false to the trust reposed in 
the hands of the President and Congress, 
and he agreed with the Illinois Senator who 
had said that while diplomats delayed 200

THE ISSUE AS TO THE CAUSE OF 
DEATH IN THE BARUTIO 
MURDER TRIAL. 


STATES CASE CONCLUDED. 


The Mother of the Victim Tells Dra- 
matically of Her Wounded Boys’ 
Cry, “Mother, I’m Blind.”’ 


The State has closed its case against 
Frank Barutio. The evidence summed up 
has been one and the same story of how 
the old man shot his grandnephew, and 
that after a quarrel he went home and 
armed himself to do the deed. Three wit- 
nesses saw the shooting and the mother of 
the murdered boy, Henry Becker, testified 
that her boy had come into the house and 
had said that he would not fight Barutio for 
her sake. 

Mrs. Becker described dramatically the 
finale; the roar of the revolver, a fash and 
the cry of her boy: ‘Mother, I'm blind.” 

To meet this testimony Gov. Charles P. 
Johnson will attempt to show that the bul- 
let wound did not cause death. He wants 
to show that malpractice by physicians 
was the real cause. Dr. Framk J. Lutz 
testified that the bullet, while it pierced 
the skull, did not enter the brain. Splinters 
of bone were forced into the brain, and 
set up an inflammation which, he says, 
could have been prevented or Kept under 


control] by treatment. The attending physi- 
clan will be called on to rebut this testi- 


mony. 

Miss Julia Meyer, who lived next door to 
the Beckers, has been the best witness for 
the State. She heard Barutio, she claims, 
dernand of his wife to give him his revol- 
ver, saying he would kill Becker. She saii 
that the wife demurred and that then Ba- 
rutio said he would shoot her if she did not 
do as he said. 

Thirty witnesses were present In Judge 
Fliteraft's court Saturday morning to 
testify as to the good character of oli 
man Barutio.

When Gen. Booth, estorted_ by Comman- 
der and Mrs. Booth-Tucker, Maj. Miles and 
ex-Mayor Walbridge walked on the stage at 
8 o'clock the people e stage and in the 
hall arose to their feet and there was 4 
noisy demonstration of welcome for several 
minutes. Handkerchiefs were waved, the 
people shouted and the band played at ran- 
dom. 

The meeting was called to order by Com- 
mander Booth-Tucker., Consul Booth- 
Tucker offered the opening supplication. 
After solo and congregational singing the 
General was introduced by ex-Mayor Wal- 
bridge He spoke 45 minutes, and, although 
his voice could not be heard in remote parts 
of the hall, he held the audience admirably. 
His address was simply a graphic pre- 
entation of the work of the army. Not the 
spiritual work or the social work—he re- 
sented that distinction. He dwelt upon the 
fact that the spiritual and social work were 
so bound together that one could not be 
discussed apart from the other. 

Several times he drew -comparisons  be- 
tween the work of the army and that of the 
churches, which were not at all in favor of 
the churches, and took a few good-natured 
digs at the ministers, but there was nothing 
which could give offense. 

He was many times interrupted by out- 
bursts of applause and ‘“volleys’’ from the 
Salvationists. 

At the conclusion of thea meeting “Nearer 
My God to Thee’’ was sung, and a collec- 
tion was taken, 

The Genera! and his party left for Union 
Station in their carriage, and the Salva-
